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Deregulation: a dirty word? 


Senate Bill would reduce city powers to regulate Cable TV 


The word out of Washington D C. is 
“deregulation” these days and when ap- 
plied to cable TV and the right for local 
municipalities to negotiate rates with 
cable firms, the word is a “dirty” one. 

A Federal Information Bulletin, dated 
July 30, 1981 points out that “The Senate 
Commerce Committee recently ap- 
proved S898, a bill deregulating the 
telecommunications industry, including 
cable TV.” Beware of this warned 
Beverly McAnally, Romulus city 
treasurer. 

“If the bill is enacted as reported by 
the committee, cities would have sharp- 


ly reduced powers to regulate cable in 
the community,” she says, quoting the 
bulletin. “The National League of Cities 
(NLC) is beginning an “all out” cam- 
paign to defeat this attempt by the cable 
industry to avoid reasonable and re- 
sponsible local regulation NLC urges 
all city officials to contact their senators 
on this issue.” 

Most cities and townships have 
awarded or are on the verge of awarding 
cable TV franchises in the area If the 
bill is approved, according to Mrs. McA- 
nally, ' 'local municipalities w ould be de- 
prived of negotiating their own rates 


with the cable TV firms.” 

Mrs. McAnally urged city and 
township officials to fight the passage of 
the Senate Bill. 

According to the bulletin, “the senate 
bill would do two things. First it would 
prohibit the federal government, state 
and local governments from regulating 
the rates charged to consumers by cable 
companies and second, it would direct 
the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion to set ceilings on the franchise fees 
that local governments charge cable 
companies. 

“These provisions are totally objec- 


tionable to local governments. Cable 
companies are virtual monopolies in the 
communities they serve and guaranteed 
that monopoly position for periods of 
time,” the bulletin added. 

Mrs. McAnnally said she feels the 
federal government should not inter- 
vene in rates charged by a municipality 
to a cable TV firm 

“It's none of the federal government 's 
business what a city or township can 
negotiate with the firm.” she stressed, 
“and what this senate bill would do is 
direct the Federal Communications 
Commission to set ceilings on the 


franchise fees that local governments 
charge cable companies - we don t feel 
it’s right - it’s none of their business. 

“Whatever we can negotiate with the 
cable TV companies for our community, 
be it less or more, is our own busness - 
not the federal government's 

“So I, and I feel council, will find those 
provisions that are in the proposed bill 
as objectionable 1 just believe govern- 
ment begins hbre. in a council chamber, 
and when you take the local community 
out of the decision-making and don't 
give them that power, then you've really 
lost a great deal.” Mrs McAnally 
added 


Romulus was scheduled to open bids 
from various companies seeking the 
Cable TV franchise in that city today 
Mrs McAnally said she didn't know 
which firms had submitted bids for the 
franchise. 

However, before the franchise is 
awarded, the public will have an oppor- 
tunity to question representatives of the 
competing firms

as citizen input are the very things that 
I’m defending - that right should not be 
aberrated to the federal government

IRS warns it’ll check 
for false claims 


New procedures to curb the filing of 
false federal income tax withholding 
forms by taxpayers claiming unreason- 
able numbers of allowances, or total ex- 
emption from withholding, are now in 
effect, the Internal Revenue Service 
said. 

Employers must send IRS copies of 
any Forms W-4 claiming more than 9 
withholding allow ances or claiming ex- 
emption from withholding if their wages 
are expected to usually exceed $200 a 
week. 

The IRS will then determine the cor- 
rect number of withholding allowances 
and notify the employer of the specified 
lower number of withholding allo- 
wances. The employer must withhold 
taxes from the employee based on this 
number, according to the IRS 

The employee might then file another 
W-4 certificate, claiming a number of 
allowances greater than the number the 
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IRS furnished, or total exemption from 
paying tax. The employer is required to 
disregard that certificate. However, if 
an employee attaches to the certificate a 
statement explaining why the new cer- 
tificate should be honored, the employer 
will submit the new certificate and 
statement to the IRS for review Should 
the IRS determine the new certificate is 
correct, the employer will be notified to 
honor it. 

The following example illustrates the 
new procedures . 

An employee tiles a Form W-4 claim- 
ing 35 exemptions. The employer sub- 
mits the form to the IRS for considera- 
tion. 

If it is determined that the employee 
appears to be entitled to a lesser number 
of exemptions, such as 7, and the em- 
ployee does nothing or files a certificate 
claiming 34 exemptions, the employer 
will withhold from the employee on the 
basis of 7 exemptions. The employer 
would continue to withhold based upon 7 
exemptions even if the employee subse- 
quently files a certificate claiming 8 ex- 
emptions, until otherwise adivsed by the 
IRS. 

Details about withholding can be 
found in the IRS free Publication 505. 
“Tax Withholding and Estimated Tax,” 
available by calling the IRS Form&Tax 
Information number listed in the tele- 
phone directory under p S Govern- 
ment.

in an excess of $10.3 million in profits.” 

Room rates in 1976, Rush stressed, on 
an average was $96 a day. It has climbed 
to $168. 

Rush points out “that making a profit 
isn’t a dirty word, however, the PCHA 
was set up as a non-profit organization ” 

The PCHA was established in 1945 to 
provide medical care for many of the 
area communities including Belleville. 
Romulus, Van Buren, Wayne. Ypsilanti. 
and the downriver communities of Lin- 
coln Park, Allen Park, and Melvindale. 
A total of 24 communities are served by 


PCHA 

The hospital authority operates Anna- 
polis Hospital in Wayne. Beyer Memo- 
rial Hospital in Ypsilanti. Heritage Hos- 
pital in Taylor, Outer Drive Hospital in 
Lincoln Park and Seaway Hospital in 
Trenton 

For the services, each of the member 
communities is assessed 0.4 mills or 40 
cents for each $1,000 of their assessed 
real estate valuation. With inflation and 
increase in property values, the PCHA 
coffers have been overflowing in recent

Sumpter, landfill owners 
battle ‘over the pits’

Sumpter Supervisor Jim Reeves car- 
ried his battle against landfill expansion 
to television last week when he was in- 
terviewed before Channel 7 cameras in 
front of township hall 
‘I’m opposed to the dumping of toxic 
waste material and it is my obligation to 
the people for their health, safety and 
welfare.” said the 56-year-old head 
administrator of Sumpter Township 
Reeves was contacted by WXYZ-TV 
in Detroit about the battle going on over 
more landfills 

They arranged to meet him at Sump- 
ter Township Hall to question him about 
his opposition to the landfill expansion 
City Sand and Landfill, located on the 
south side of Willow’ Road about one mile 
west of Sumpter Road, has applied to 
use one-third of its 240-acre site as a dis- 
posal for hazardous wastes 


City Sand & Land fill is the first firm in 
Michigan to seek a permit to run a 
general commercial landfill for toxic 
wastes under the state’s 1979 Hazardous 
Waste Management Act. There are 
several other companies who have since 
made application under the 1979 law. 
called Act 64 Those applications, 
hou'ever, are for sites that would handle 
u'aste only from the companies in 
volved. 

City Sand & Landfill’s 80-acre site, if 
approved, could accept various wastes 
from any source as long as state stan- 
dards were met The firm has also ap- 
plied to the Department of Natural Re- 
sources ( DNR ) for permission to build a 
liquid hazardous waste treatment plant 
at its Detroit site 

Reeves strongly opposes any more 
“dumps" in the township, saying the ex- 
isting landfill makes Sumpter “the sep- 
tic tank of Detroit “ 


One question asked Reeves was if he 
would approve the dumping of toxic 
waste if the DNR and Wayne County 
Health Dept, could prove it was safe to 
do so 

* Of course I had to say no . ” the super- 
visor explained to the Belleville Enter- 
prise “Because the landfill’s past re- 
cord of handling solid waste is poor I 
shudder to think they might be approved 
to dump toxic waste in our township 

Reeves and state officials said the 
firm had problems for several years in 
meeting construction schedules for 
dikes to prevent runoff from the existing 
landfill, which now r handles only non- 
hazardous w'aste. 

However. Reeves knows of at least 
two occasions about a month ago when 
two truckloads of liquid waste from the 
City of Monroe* w as dumped at City Sand 
and two more truckloads w'ere turned

Carey, visibly shaken at the township 
board’s commendation, said after the 
meeting that a "smear campaign" was 
being waged against her throughout the 
community, filled with "personal in- 
nuendos." The recall election hs been 
set for September 14 


"County taxpayers can probably ex- 
pect a reduction in real and personal 
property tax in 1983 if home sales con- 
tinue to slide for another eight months. 
George E. McEachran. newly elected 
President of the Michigan Assessors 
Association (MMA) and Director of the 
Wayne County Bureau of Taxation said 
today. 

"Of the 43 communities in the Coun- 
ty." McEachran said, "ten have shown 
a one to four percent decline in property 
value. Although the state requires a two- 
and-a-half year study of residential 
sales, the 1979-80 market was flat and 
the first half of 1981 has indicated a defi- 
nite downward trend in the SEV (State 
Equalized Value)," he explained. 

Homes are assessed at 50 percent of 
their potential selling price and taxes 
are pegged to that value. "Although tax 
rates might remain the same.” 


McEachran continued, "people can ex- 
pect to pay more taxes if their real or 
property values go up — and less if they 
depreciate High interest rates," he 
said, "have been a contributing factor in 
depressing home values in today’s 
market.” 

Wayne County’s current SEV is $18.1 
billion. 

McEachran. a Wyandotte resident 
and former city councilman, was 
elected president of the 1168-member 
MMA August 4th at their annual conven- 
tion in Traverse City. He has been with 
the County 29 years and Director of the 
Bureau of axation since 1976 

He is also a member of the Wyandotte 
General Hospital Commission, the 
Wyandotte Yacht Club and is President 
of Greater Detroit Hospital Service, 
Inc. , composed of five hospital facilities

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PERK-UP: It means jobs

The whole idea behind the program is 
to help teens make career path deci- 
sions, but Project PERK (Parks Eva- 
luation and Restoration for Kids) has 
meant something for Attwood Park 

A federally funded program through 
the Wayne County Office of Mahpower, 
PERK has 41 youths 16 through 18 years 
of age working in parks in Wayne and 
Westland this summer. 

In Wayne it is Attwood Park, which 
has benefitted most from their labors 
Overgrown areas along its southern 
edge were cleared, and they now are 
working on extending the park east to 
the border of property belonging to 
Wayne County. 

A part of the Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act (CETA), The 
youths are from socially or economical- 
ly disadvantaged situations. They work 
eight hours a day, five days a week, and

New food stamp system 


Should bus drivers have to take physicals? 


There seems no sound reason why a school bus driver should have to take a 
physical examination every year. No rodes it make much sense for an experienced 
school bus driver to have to take safety education courses 
Both would seem to be a waste of time and money. 

Under a new state law. school bus drivers will be required to take a physical 
examination once every five years, instead of annually. 

In addition, school bus safety instruction w r ould be required only of new' drivers 
When the Legislature w'rote the 1980-81 budget for the Michigan Department of 
Education it included a requirement that the department review' general school 
laws and administrative rules to recommend changes that would cut costs in prog- 
ramming, services and administration for school districts and the department. 

One area the department located was the requirement in the Michigan Vehicle 
Code that school bus drivers submit to annual physical examination The depart- 
ment felt that this requirement is excessive and could be decreased without sacra- 
ficing bus driver qualifications 

The department also recommended the elimination of bus driver safety courses 
after the initial basic course taught to all new drivers . As it w'as , experienced drivers 
required to take the safety courses, which are taught by intermediate school dis- 
tricts or universities, at least every three years 
In addition, the department recommended some other minor changes in the law 
While the new law would require the physical examinations only every five years, 
it allows a school superintendent to require an individual bus driver to take a 


physical exam more frequently if the superintendent has reason to believe that the 
driver is not physically qualified to drive a school bus 
The Department of Education estimates that the less frequent physical examina- 
tion would mean a savings of $2.7 million to local school districts over a five-year 
period Elimination of the required safety courses for experienced drivers ouw ld, 
according to the department, w'ould save an estimated $477,000. 

(Because the state reimbursement to schools for transportation expenses 
throught the School Aid Act is a "capped" amount, the new law' will result in neither 
cost savings nor added expenditures to the state.) 

Annual physical examinations for school bus drivers are not absolutely necessary 
and represent a cost to local school districts that cannot be justified in light of 
current budget cutbacks in many other areas 
The five-year interval for physicals, together w ith emphasis on school bus driver 
selection, supervision, control and evaluation by local administrators, would pro- 
vide some economic relief to local schools w ithout jeopardizing bus safety 
Eliminating the requirement for advanced bus driver training makes sense The 
relatively few annual changes in laws and rules on bus safety can be handed at the 
local level At any rate, the local supervisors should be the ones to decide if their 
drivers need more formal bus safety education 
The savings resulting from the change in the law could be used by local districts 
for direct transportation costs — an extremely important move as more and more 
districts slip into financial distress.

1980-81. 

“For a typical teacher, one with a 
Master s Degree at maxiumum salary, 
for instance, this resulted in a payment 
of $3,782. A new salary schedule, includ- 
ing a third 5% increase was authorized 
for the 1981-82 school year, each year s 
raise based on the increased salaries of 
the previous year. 

The compounded 5% per year offer 
had been on the bargaining table for 
some time and in each year s General 
Fund budget such moneys had been 
placed in a contingency account.

Owen said Department of Mangement 
and Budget figures showed that the 
actual net return on an $80 000 home

“By the sixth year, that net rate of 
return grows to 38 percent And I am 
convinced that these figures are actual-

The Department says there is abso- 
lutely no indication that this policy is 
resulting in investors being reluctant to 
become involved in community place- 
ment/’ 

Owen denied allegations by some 
mental health advocates that his com- 
mittee was out to destroy the commun- 
ity placement program. 

“I have supported community place- 
ment every time it has come before the 
Legislature, and will continue to do so. 

* But 1 will never tolerate major waste 
and mismanagement of any state prog- 
ram. and the audit of community place- 
ment clearly demonstrates that there 
has been waste In fact, the directors of 
both Mental Health and Social Services 
concede that the audits criticism of the 
program management are at least 95 
percent accurate. Community place- 
ment can only succeed if waste and mis- 
management are eliminated to the 
greatest possible extent." 

Owen said his committee will continue 
hearing into the management of the 
community placement program, and in- 
dicated he hoped it would complete its 
work within two months.

“In a letter to teachers in late July, the 
Board expressed its appreciation fcfr the 
teachers’ continued service to the dis- 
trict’s children and for their continued 
patience and understanding during this 
period of extremely difficult economic 
times. Hope was expressed that the ac- 
tion of implementing the current offer 
would be of help to teachers during a 
time of limited local resources and 
dwindling state support while the Board 
is struggling to maintain minimal edu- 
cational programs. 

“With the state economy so poor and 


without substantial increases in local 
millage. the Board has not had the finan- 
cial resources to meet teacher union de- 
mands. Unable to secure additional 
operating millage after two tries in 
March and June . the Board of Education 
reduced staff by some 72 employees, 
dropped extracurricular funding, and 
reduced the school day from six hours to 
five. 

“Even under these circumstances, 
the Board of Education has fried to do 
the best it could for its teachers. Over 
the past two years, the Board has con- 
tinued to abide by the provisions of the 
previous teacher contract, adhering to 
contractual class size maximums, leav- 
ing unchanged such provisions as sick 
time and leave time, and paying in- 
cremental salary increases. Fringe be- 


nefits have been continued in the face of 
rapidly rising costs. Full medical insur- 
ance coverage has been and ist>eing pro- 
vided teachers w hile premiums have in- 
creased 25% to 40% this year Full fami- 
ly medical coverage for a teacher now 
costs the district $2,500 yearly. Last 
year the district spent more than 
$500,000 to provide such protection to its 
teachers, not to mention the costs of de- 
ntal insurance, long-term disability 
coverage, and Workers' Compensation. 

“The Board of Education will con- 
tinue to strive to achieve a compromise 
settlement of the teacher contract, 
while maintaining minimal educational 
programs for the community’s children 
and responsibly managing the operation 
of the district during very difficult eco- 
nomic times.” the release concludes.

sports, or the school orchestra, the cost 
of uniforms or special equipment to rent 
or buy must be included in your budget. 

Another expense you should budget 
for are class trips . To help prepare . have 
your child ask the teacher at the begin- 
ning of the semester where and when the 
class will go going and how much the 
trip will cost 

Schools often require that children in 
certain grades have physical or dental 
checkups, or immunization shots for 
particular diseases. Find out early in 
the school year, so that you can consider 
this in your tax planning. Such routine 
checkups can be scheduled when it will 
be most advantageous. 

For instance, if your dental and 
medical expenses this year w ill amount 
to more than three percent of your in- 
come you can add the cost for any addi- 
tional checkups to the same year ’s de- 
ductions. 

If your expenses won’t add up to that 
amount, you may want to hold off on 
these additional medical expenses until 
after the first of the year and include 
them with next year’s deductions 

Besides the school-related expenses, 
you can help your child budget for things 
he or she wants during the school year. 

For example, if you give an allowance 
from which school lunches or bus fares 
will be paid, encourage your child to get 
into the savings habit by opening a sav- 
ings account in the child’s own name. It 
will be easier for your son or daughter to 
make regular deposits if he or she is 
saving toward something that can be 
achieved in a reasonable length of time 

It used to be that a child could save for 
a big-ticket item, like a ten-speed bicy- 
cle, and the bike could be purchased for 
the same price it was when the saving 
started With inflation, that may not be 
true, so you may want to lend your child 
the money for the bike. Have your child 
repay in regular installments, either by 
withholding a portion of the allowance 
or with job earnings This is a basic les- 
son in credit. 

Even with the best planning, there are 
bound to be school-related expenses that 
come up unexpectedly.

' Open House 9 lets students 
show off horticultural skills

A lot of planning, a lot of training and a 
lot of hopes have gone into an open house 
that will be held this week at the Wayne 
County Cooperative Extension and 
Education Center. 

For the 37 youths that will be the cen- 
ter of attention, it could mean well- 
paying jobs. For the four extension em- 
ployees who have worked with them 
since January, it will mean the success- 
ful conclusion of a horticultural work- 
study program. 


It is only the second year for YICCIP 
(Youth Intensive Conservation and 
Community Improvement Project), 
and it already has changed a great deal 
from the pilot project of 1980. 

YICCIP works with disadvantaged, 
low-income teens, providing them with 
vocational training, life survival skills 
and employability skills. Last year’s 
pilot project, funded under Title IV of 
the Comprehensive Training and Em- 
ployment Act (CETA) was geared to 
success, using 11th and 12th graders who 
most likely would go on to jobs. This 


year’s programs is working with teens, 
many of whom were referred by eourt 
probation officers, are from group 
homes or are in foster care situations. 

They work for 40 hours a week and 
through an incentive raise program, 
tied into the quality of work, can eafti up 
to $3.65 per hour. Their work is horti- 
cultural in nature, and their traihing 
area is the 27 acres of the cooperative 
extension service center. 

While mastering vocational and horti- 
cultural skills, they get survival train-

ing for such things as setting up a 
budget, how to get legal aid . buy a car or 
rent an apartment. There is also instruc- 
tion on personal health care and their 
rights and responsibilities under the 
law, a "real biggie,” according to prog- 
ram director and administrator Gary 
Green well 

There are four extension employees 
working with the youths, teaching them 
horticultural skills, as well as providing 
counseling. The program is as flexible 
as the weather is unpredictable , accord- 
ing to Greenwell, who sees his work as 
providing the youths with feelings of 
self-esteem, pride in accomplishment 
and an overall benefit from the experi- 
ence. 

“Most of the kids love it.” Greenwell 
said of the program “It’s the first time 
ever they’ve been motivated. Sure, ev- 
ery now and then there's boring work, 
apd every now and then there’s long 
h^rd work in a hot sun. but we set aside 
SQpie time for fun.” 

jhat time for fun could mean a half 
hour off during the week to celebrate one 
o$ file youths' birthday, and in the long 
run the program has helped the vouths 
to achieve a higher level of responsi- 
bility. 

,As Greenwell sees it, their motivation 
has increased ; they are expressing in- 
vests in trade schools and similar 
vocational programs ; and are planning 


and 1-94 interstate highways on Hagger- 
ty Road south of Michigan Avenue 

The Western Center is expected to be a 
windfall for many residents of the 
burgeoning western Wayne County area 
— the State’s fastest grow ing region — 
who will have higher educational oppor- 
tunities. including a selection of voca- 
tional and technical courses, brought 
almost to their doorsteps at moderate 
costs 

Class offerings are scheduled to be di- 
vided on a 50/50 basis between tradition- 
al liberal arts and voc/tech disciplines 


for the future. 

However, the biggest improvement in 
the youths has been in their ability to 
problem solve. Greenwell said the group 
now* has a maturity in their ability to 
solve problems, problems that have in- 
cluded criminal behavior and racial 
conflicts. 

A successful aspect of the work study 
project has been the decline in ciminal 
activity among the participants. Many 
of the youths came to the program on the 
recommendation of probation officers 
and were “in trouble with the law” at the 
time they joined YICCIP. Greenwell ex- 
plained 

The instructors also have helped the 
youths overcome racial tensions that 
cropped up during the early days of the 
program, another mark in the success 
column, according to Greenwell The 
group is made up of 60 percent disadvan- 
taged black youths and about 40 percent 
disadvantaged w’hite youths, which pro- 
vided for a “lot of tension at first “ 

YICCIP first started out providing 
vocational skills, but it was expanded to 
include life survival and employability 
skills, or as Greenwell sees it. You can 
have all the trade skills in the world, but 
if you don’t have the other skills you 
don’t have anything.” 

Weather permitting, the youths take 
over the acreage at the education cen- 
ter. tending to demonstration projects, 
mowing the lawn, caring for the plants 


In the latter category are included seven 
programs, as follows; 

• Diesel truck mechanics, 

• avionics technology, 

• airframe and power plant mecha- 
nics, 

• climate control mechanics, 

• small power unit mechanics, 

• building operations management, 
and; 

• food service management. 

The College launched a massive $100 
million capital construction program 
six years ago, and in 1978 opened the 


and shrubs, spraying for insects and 
maintaining the small machinery 
needed in their work 

It will be the work they have done 
since the start of the program that will 
be on display. They will be showing off 
their intensive gardening plots, the 
different grasses growing and a variety 
of landscaping designs. There also will 
be demonstrations on soil mixture and 
plant care, as well as a slide presenta- 
tion on the program and a small pre- 
sentation about YICCIP by the staff. 

The open house is geared for em- 
ployers in the horticultural realm of the 
work world, although apartment com- 
plex owners or businesses in need of 
someone to tend to their lawms and 
shrubs are equally welcome. 


downriver campus on Northline Road 
This fall the Downtown campus was 
added to the list of new facilities, and 
quite suddently WCC has assumed a sig- 
nificant place in affording educational 
services at the “grass roots’’ level in 
southeast Michigan.

The College is currently im- 
plementing a “plan-to-plan program 
whose results will be known in January. 
Performance evaluations, Wilson said, 
will impact upon compensation levels 
and incentive provisions. 

Wayne Community College may be 
distinguished from many other educa- 
tional institutions by the heavy emph- 
asis it has placed on industrial-style 
management in recent years. It has in- 
stituted, among other measures, a col- 
lege-wide management system called

"Time is running out for approximately 900,000 veter- 
ans to use educational benefits of the GI Bill, now in its 
37th year. 

About one-fiflh of the 4.3 million eligible veterans 
will lose their eligibility for benefits this year, accord- 
ing to the Veterans Administration. 

The law permits a veteran to use the education be- 
nefits within 10 years following discharge from ser- 
vice, or by Dec. 31, 1989, whichever is earlier 
From June 22, 1944, when the first measure was 
signed by President Roosevelt, through June 30, 1981. 
18 million beterans have received assistance under 
the GI Bill, at a cost of $51 billion 
• About 35 percent of all trainees have been Vietnam 
Era veterans. This year the GI Bill will assist the 
education of more than 800.000 Vietnam Era veterans. 
uMore than 7.8 million World War II veterans were 
trained under the original measure, about one-half of 
all those eligible. Another 2.4 million, or 43.4 percent of

A new organ, the work of a Belleville 
artisan, was dedicated at St. Michael 
Lutheran Church, located on the corner 
of Glenwood and Hannan in Wayne. 

Dedication was celebrated at both the 
8:15 a.m. and 10:45 a m. services. 

Charles Fry, of Belleville, a seven 
year member of St. Michael s built the 
organ from an Artisan Kit made in the 
State of Washington. 

Fry donated over 2,000 hours during 
the last years building and assemb- 
ling the organ. 

At one point there was delay of eight 
months while waiting for a cabinet to 
arrive from the manufacturer. He then 
decided to order one to be built locally by 
Ernest Miller & Son of New’ Boston. 

The result is a fine electronic organ 
which embodies the authentic style and 
tone of yesteryear’s majestic pipe 
organs. . . while incorporating space 
age electronics to achieve that end 

Fry is a printer by trade and the com- 
pletion of the Artisan Organ has been a 
dream come true for him.

HERE WE ARE (again) - nearing summer’s end and 
bemoaning its pending demise. Just the thought of winter 
setting in can suddenly chill the hottest of August's offer- 
ings. 

But when we’re able to look out at our gardens, knowing 
that spring’s labors are there for the plucking, it somehow 
makes pre-September just a bit easier to digest. 

And now that we re harvesting those crops for freezing, 
canning, cooking and sharing, it’s time to heed some very 
good advice from Michigan State University’s Information 
Services. Here’re just a few of their suggestions for dealing 
with the vegetable patch. 

- Keep picking cucumbers, peppers, tomatoes and sum- 
mer squash to keep them producing. 

- Harvest potatoes after the tops die. 

- Onions for storage should be pulled after the tops turn 
brown and fall over. Cure the bulbs about a week in a 
well-ventilated area before storing. Onions for fresh use 
can be harvested as you need them. 

- Get at those vegetables you planted in July and thin or 
transplant them. 

- Plant peas, beans, lettuce, spinach, radishes and beets 
for a fall-haul. 

- And if your tomatoes succumbed to wilt diseases this ’ 

year, make a note to purchase only wilt-resistant varieties J 
ifext spring. And. too. remember to plant tomatoes and ; 
their close relatives - peppers, eggplant and potatoes - 
where these crops and strawberries did NOT grow this \ 
year 3

If only all firms 
were run like PCHA 

Recent criticism regarding the operation of the Peoples Com- 
munity Hospital Authority has centered on that organization's 
$10.3 million surplus built up during the past two years. 

The fact that the PCHA has managed to accumulate excess 
funds while keeping its 0.4 mill assessment to 24 member com- 
munities intact raises an interesting question. How has the PCHA 
come up with extra monies at a time when red budget ink is 
flowing in corporate America? 

Critics claim that the PCHA has accomplished this feat through 
large tax assessments when in actuality the added revenues can 
be traced directly to the effects of inflation. Since its formation in 
1945 the tax rate has remained .4 mill-per-thousand of assessed 
property valuation in these cities and townships. 

Of course, more monies have been added to PCHA coffers since 
property values have skyrocketed in recent years as has nearly 
every element in our society. Yet, numerous private and public 
organizations have failed to make ends meet despite higher taxes 
because rising costs have exceeded rising revtenues. Taking in 
more money obviously does not guarantee success. Just ask the 
cities of New York and Detroit... or Chrysler Corp . or The 
Washington Star... 

But that’s not the case with the PCHA, which operates five 
hospitals, including Annapolis Hospital in Wayne and Beyer 
Memorial Hospital in Ypsilanti. This non-profit organization has 
managed expansion projects undertaken with its excess funds. 

Those who would question administrative costs have the right 
to do so. As a public, non-profit group of hospitals, the workings of 
the PCHA facilities are open to taxpayer scrutiny. To waste 
monies should never be condoned, whatever the status of the 
budget might be. 

Whether or not the PCHA has squandered funds in various frills 
is open to debate. What might be termed a “frill” by one critic 
might be considered a “necessity” by another. 

What interests us, however, is the PCHA’s ability to stay far in 
the black despite inflation’s toll. Maintaining health care units on 
a fixed tax rate for more than 25 years requires some skillful 
management techniques. What other tax rates have stayed con- 
stant during this period? 

None come to mind quickly. Surrounded by deficit spending the 
PCHA now is drawing some heat for its “surplus” budget. We 
find the thought of an organization whipping inflation , however, to 
be highly commendable if not unbelievable. 

Having monies to plan expansion work with is a problem any 
corporation would love to tackle.

Now, because of poor fiscal management on the 
executive level, increased racial animosity in the 
administration against our union, and the so-called 
city bail-out, some people now seem to be looking in 
with a different thought in mind. I’m not quite sure 
why Perhaps the increased realization that this fire- 
fighter will still risk his life without regard to fiscal 
management, racial lines, or bail-out schemes. 

My fantasy to become the fearless firefighter who 
saves children from the horrors of burning to death, 
while opinionated TV reporters, with their roving 
cameras, consider the political rhetoric of irres- 
ponsible firefighters, recording every heroic mo-

I have been seriously injured once, and have had

This job shows you death, pain and suffering in all 
of its ugly forms ! Auto wrecks, industrial accidents, 
drownings. medical emergencies, arsons, murder 
cover-ups. etc. It gets harder and harder to leave 
these tragedies at work when you go home. Many 
firefighters, knowing this is the most hazardous job 
in the County, are wondering if it is worth the hassle 
and price we are asked to pay. 

The physical and mental pressures, the hardships 
of low pay increases (or no pay increases at all), 
w hat inflation costs me < the same as it does you ) . in 
addition lo still not being high enough on the seniority 
list to stop worrying about being laid off for the 
second time, are making me take a hard look at my 
future interests. It is an uncomfortable feeling to be 
considered part of the fat in this town’s budget 
Well people, the next time you go by and see me out 
in front of the station, stop and see that the main 
difference between you and I is not the color of my 
skin, or the love I have for this city and its people; it 
is the extreme limit to which this love may one day 
have to be carried out

That error has inflicted needless 
fear and anguish on hundreds of em- 
ployees of Northland Center mer- 
chants and on their tens of thousands 
of customers, even though the Free 
Press reported the following day it 
had made a mistake The paper re- 
ported August 12 the stabbing actual- 
ly occurred in a parking lot on North- 
land Drive west of the Lodge Free- 
way. a quarter-mile away from the 
Center itself. 

Radio and TV reports also were 
corrected after the first round of 
newscasts had already spread the 
false word Unfortunately, because 
of the nature of the news business, 
the false story had an eye-catching 
headline and the correction next day 
was easy to miss. Many of the listen 
ers who heard the false reports oi 
early radio newscasts didn t hear the 
later corrections 

We don’t know whether or not you; 
publication was caught by the untrue 
report but we d appreciate your hel) 
in correcting the false impression 
still held by many Detroit area reao 
ers and listeners 

We’ve been doing everything in our 
power to ensure that Northland em 
ployees and shoppers are safe and 
that our parking lots are secure 
We’ve had to overcome problems 
shared by many in this metropolitan 
area We don t think tragedies which 
happen elsewhere should be laid on 
our doorstep.

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More than a field 

Fair Haven’s softball diamond draws deserved raves

Gazing out towards centerfield on a 
sunny Monday morning. Rev. Paul 
Heady sees more than a softball field 

He knows that the plush sod, new 
fences, steel enforced backstop and 
even the infield dirt represent the spirit 
of a small (80 members) congregation 
at Fair Haven Baptist Church. Yes, this 
baseball diamond is the turf on which 
dreams are built. 

“We started out with an architectural 
sketch and a bunch of us rummy far- 
mers more than a year ago.** recalled 
Heady, giving an impressed visitor a 
tour of the Fair Haven Field, located on 
Marquette just east of Wayne Road in 


Westland, “I told our members, I’ve got 
a shovel, rake and saw— if you want to 
build a diamond with me, let’s do it.’ ” 

Oh, how they did it. Nearly a half acre 
of trees were levelled and roots pulled 
from the ground. Six and four-foot high 
fence was put up and a well dug for a 
sprinkling system. Those so called 
“rummy farmers” also laid 6300 yards 
of sod, then helped raise $4,500 to cover 
the cost through a church bikeathon last 
spring. 

The final result? Those countless 
hours of grime and sweat have produced 
one of the finest softball fields in the en- 
tire state, a showpiece that prompts 
nearby motorists to pull off the road for 
a closer look. 



Softball fields, such as the eye-opening one located near Fair Haven Bap- 
tist Church in Westland, just don’t happen. Members of the Fair Haven 
congregation toiled for more than one year to construct one of the state’s 
finest fields, equipped with new fences, sodded infield and outfield, an 
18 -foot high backstop and bleachers. Members of the congregation are 
showtHaying sod, a project financed through a benefit bikeathon held by 
the church. 



Artists, craftsmen

The Artists and Crafts- 
men Show is a major fun- 
draiser for the Plymouth 
Community Arts Council 
and there is a $1 00 
admission fee for adults. 
Students and senior 
citizens will be admitted 
for 50 cents. Children 
under 16 are admitted 
free when accompanied 
by an adult 


Those people did a super job,” com- 
plimented Mike Gouin, Canton parks 
and recreation director and a former . 
pro softball player “The condition of 
their field is nicer than most the pros are 
accustomed to playing on.” 

Fair Haven Field features a sodded 
infield and outfield with a six-foot fence 
situated 275 feet from home plate, 
fronted by a warning track. Twenty-six 
foot high foul poles are located along 
each line while an 18-foot high backstop 
keeps foul balls in the park Indoor- 
outdoor carpet lines the seats of the 
bleachers and players’ benches. 

Wooded areas outside the first and 
third base lines provide a picturesque 
setting for softball. Over the left- 
centerfield fence sits the pastor ’s home 

“My bedroom window is 340 feet from 
home plate— anyone who hits it is out for 
the season,” Heady joked. “We re still 
working on the field, things like building 
a platform for our scoreboard and offi- 
cial scorer. Eventually we d like to add 
lights and convert the surrounding land 
into a picnic area 

“Somebody asked me about putting 
on a dome,” the pastor said, laughing. 

In its first season the park has seen its 
share of activities, including competi- 
tion involving a 10-team Baptist Fel- 
lowship League which plays a series of 
doubleheaders at the site. A Labor Day 
tournament for 20 church squads is also 
scheduled (contact the parsonage at 729- 
4793 for entry information). 

“This gives us a chance to fellowship 
with other churches . ’ ’ remarked Heady 
“It’s brought people closer together. 
Everybody enjoys playing here— our 
big four of Alan Brackett, Jeff Bradley, 
Craig Bradley and Terry Bradley do an 
excellent job of maintaining the field.” 

Heady himself gets in on the act. “I’m 
a bench warmer. I carry the water,” he 
explained. 

Parks and recreation officials have 
estimated that the building of a field 
comparable to Fair Haven’s would cost 
in excess of $30,000 today. Using volun- 
teer labor and the aid of such industrial 
contacts as Dick Skinner of Grosse lie 
and others, the Westland congregation 
completed its efforts for approximately 
$ 11 , 000 . 

“This field is positive proof that when 
a few people set out to do something first 
class for the Lord,” said Heady, “they 
can do it I’d like to see the park and the 
surrounding area become a family cen- 
ter where people can rally around the 
church. This is only a start ” 

The pastor walked slowly past the left- 
field foul pole, turning his attention to 
the nearby church, located just east of 
the softball field It was time to conclude 
the tour of Fair Haven s newest pride 
and joy. 

• Some think you can tell the best chur- 
chgoers by the size of the bible they car- 
ry,” Heady declared in parting. “But 
it’s the person who picks up the gum 
wrapper off the ground or the person 
who cleans up without complaining
